The 
broadcast said that Jews have 
the right to “move freely” 
through that part of the city 
reserved for them. It added that 
Germans and Poles had been for- 
bidden to set foot in the ghetto 
area.

Of the remainder of the 1,771 
Jewish refugees who had _ been 
scheduled for deportation to a 
British colony for duration of the 
nine were detained in hospi- 
tals, thirteen escaped from hospi- 
tals and the rest were being held in 
the Athlit detention camp. 

The explosion occurred suddenly 
while most of the passengers were 
on deck. Those on the upper deck 
heard an explosion and a “boiling 
noise’ which continued while the 
ship heeled over. They jumped or 
were thrown overboard. British po- 
lice and Austrian soldiers on duty 
in the harbor leaped into the bay, 
picking up the unfortunates and 
pulling them into passing boats. 


Every available harbor boat, launch | 


and tug raced to the refugees’ res- 
cue, in addition to many who swam 
to their aid. This made possible 
the rescue of more than a thousand 
within a few minutes. 

The rescue was conducted under 
the personal command of the naval 
officer in charge, Captain Guy 
The rescuers, according 
to eyewitnesses, showed  super- 
human bravery and devotion, for 
which the Jewish community has 
expressed deep appreciation. The 
survivors were taken to a transit 
shed where they were supplied 
with blankets, clothing and food. 
The injured were taken on stretch- 
ers by the Red Cross and the Red 
Shield to government and Hadassah 
hospitals.

WASHINGTON—Despite dislo-

Mr. and Mrs. Zilch had begun 
hating themselves for being born 
Jewish and I hear it said that 
Hitler couldn’t have hated them 
more than they hated themselves. 

On the evening of the day they. 
moved, when all the furniture had 
been set in place, and they were 
seated for the first time at their 
bright new fireplace, Mrs. Zilch 
said to Zilch: “At last, Mortimer!” 
She said it with a kind of sweet 
sigh. 

By this she meant yes, Mortimer, 
at last we are out of it all, out of 
Hazelwood, out of all that. (Hazel- 
wood is the name of the somewhat 
Jewish community from which they 
had escaped.) Her happy sigh 
might have been that of a refugee 
from Germany looking at the 
Statue of Liberty for the first time. 

Yet as time went on, Mrs. Zilch 
felt they hadn’t completely escaped. 
They hadn’t, in fact, escaped from 
themselves. They were still con- 
scious of being Jewish. They were 
the more conscious of it because 
they were about the only Jews in 
the neighborhood. When they were 
living in Hazelwood they could 
not feel so conspicuously Jewish 
because there were so many Jews 
around them. 

“Mortimer,” said Mrs, Zilch, “I 
am not feeling as comfortable as 
I should.”
